TOWN MEETING 
RESUMES SATURDAY 


Wilmington’s voters walked out of the first session 
of the annual town meeting Saturday evening with a $41.65 


tax rate all ready voted, and the prospects of a long 
meeting the following Saturday. It was a strange Town 
Meeting. The Town Meeting took six hours of elapsed 


time to complete the budget, the longest yet on record. 
Action through heated debate was anticipated by many, 
but except in a few instances they were disappointed. 
Spontaneous applause accompanied John C. Boudrean 
as he severely questioned the Town's insurance buying 


philosophies. He was ‘startled’ at the 43% overall 
increase in insurance premiums from 1968 to 1970, and 
specifically by the 193% increase in boiler insurance 


since 1968. 

Attorney ~Joe Courtney's bid to increase the amount 
of Free Cash was not granted by the Voters, but after- 
wards the Finance Committee moved to reconsider the 
Reserve Fund, in next Saturday’s meeting, probably for 
the same purpose as Mr. Courtney’s bid. F 

Fourteen articles were read, and either approved, 
passed over or tabled. An attempt by Selectman. Mac- 
Donaid at 10 the meeting was voted down, and then

The first session of the Annual Town Meeting, Saturday, 
took a record breaking six hours of actual time to consider 
and vote on the budget. In previous years this has been 
ha Seey in four hours or less. This year’s budget was 
ha any more complicated than the others. 

Much of the time was spent in listening to questions by 
Felice Vitale, oft-defeated candidate for the Board of 
Selectmen, and answers from responsible town officials. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris, last January, gave Mr. 
Vitale a copy of the Town Budget, and during the ensuing 
weeks gave Vitale all added materials which went into the 
Town Budget. Everything else being equal, he had going 
into the Town Meeting, more information than did some of 
the Selectmen. It is to be presumed, therefore, 
that he already had the answers to the questions he asked. 

During the past few years this gentleman has been able 
to waste, on an average, about ten minutes of every Select- 
men’s Meeting with his questions and,comments. Saturday 
he outdid himself - a great deal more than the usual ten 
minutes, and not just of a Selectmen's Meeting, but of a 
Town Meeting! undreds of voters had an opportunity to 
observe his unique talents! 

Surely, somewhere in this world, there must be a place 
where Mr. Vitale can exercise his talents, not on hundreds 
of voters, but on thousands of people. He should give 
some thought to this. ;

Town Meeting Saturday 


‘ 

The adjourned Town Meeting is to resume at 1 pm 
Saturday, in the High School gymnasium. Many of the 
remarks in this column were made-last week. Some of 
them are revised. 

It has been estimated by more than a few persons 
that if the gentleman who had so much to say last week 
is to speak his allowed ten minutes on each of the re- 
maining articles he: will speak a total of 12 hours, Satur- 
day, and perhaps on the Saturday following. Hence it 
follows that other speakers must keep their rkks 
brief, if the Town Meeting is ever to arrive at an end. 

Probably the first two items on the agenda will be 
the salary of the Chief of Police, and the consideration 
for the second time of the Reserve Fund. Notice was 
‘given at the end of Saturday’s meeting that these would 
be discussed. 

Mr. Lynch, observers said, had his battle won, and 
then kept on talking. As he talked the ‘troops’ went out 
into the hall for a smoke or something, and- when the vote 
was made Mr. Lynch did not have what it takes. 

._ The Finance Committee, at the end of last week’s 
session, finally realized, or seemed to, that the Town 
could find itself dangerously low on ready cash, if an 
emergency arose this year. Mr. Tighe of the Finance 
Committee, moved for a reconsideration - this after 
Atty Joseph Courtney had discussed the very points 
discussed in this article last week. 

If the Finance Committee moves to add an additional 
$25,000 to the Reserve Fund, vote with them. Otherwise 
the town might find itself in a positionsuch as it was last 
year, with no money - that time for Police Cruisers - this 
time for something else. 

A Reserve Fund is under the control of the Finance 
Committee. It will not be spent carelessly, of that the 
voter may be certain. $75,000 in the Reserve Fund is 
hardly more than one per cent of the entire budget. 

What is going to happen to Article 13 is any one’s 
guess. Forty five minutes were spent in discussing it 
last week, with the funniest remark of the Town Meeting 
being that by Christian Bachman, when at the end of the 
forty-five minutes he asked as to who was now sponsoring 
the article. The Planning Board and the Town Counsel 
have spent several hours during the past week in dis- 
cussing some question - possibly this one. Maybe there 
will be some new developments. 

Articles 17 through 30 are for the purchase of town 
equipment. Stick with the Finance Committee. At least 
they have given these questions consideration, and they 
will recommend what is needed - that is if you want the 
tax rate to be somewhere around %41. As it is, going 
out of last week’s meeting, the tax rate was up to ¥%41.65 

Articles 33, 34 and 35, which the Town Meeting 
Orator so vainly tried to bring up on two occasions, are 
what this column lables ‘The Charge of the Light Brigade’ 
Finance Committee wise. It is for the traditional 1%750 
appropriation for the three Veteran’s organizations in 
Wilmington. This column feels they should be supported, 
and the money won’t even be felt, in the tax rate. 

Article 36 is to buy more land around the High 
School, for future expansion purposes. It is a good one. 
The land is needed. 

Articles 37 through 43 are for street improvements. 
There are Street Acceptances, and Street Constructions 
under the Betterment Plan. There is no real cost to the 
town - and it should be noted that residents of the Hopkins

There is a %36,000 bond issue, which will be combined 
with the bond issues under the Acceptance of Streets by 
Betterments articles - the latter being necessary as the 
law is now written. 

Articles 45 and 46 are for improvement- of the lake 
front at Silver Lake. 46 merely corrects descriptions of 
land that was acquired last year. 

The MBTA comes up under Article 47. Wilmington 
has two MBTA services - the trains to Boston from the 
depot at Wilmington Square, which one might call Rapid 
Transit, and the Bus System, which was acquired when 
the MBTA bought out the Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway Company. 

This column believes strongly in Rapid Transit. 
Today one_hears much of air pollution. Rapid Transit 
is one way to decrease this evil - less automobile fumes 
will be the case, if a way is found to convince the 
commuters of the value of Rapid Transit vs. Autos. 

The Bus Lines - that’s a different matter. It would 
seem that very few people ride them. The cost to the , 
town is quite high - and rising. Tewksbury, last year, 
voted to discontinue its MBTA bus service. Wilmington 
could choose to do so this year. In any event this town 
will still have to pay for an additional ten years - for 
that’s the way the legislation is written. 

Rapid Transit, to repeat, is really a necessity, and 
will be an increasing one in the future, insofar as can be 
forseen at this moment. Everyone is going to have to pay 
for it, it would seem. Possibly in the future there will be 
evelved a new formula, which could make the towns and 
cities of Massachusetts more happy. 

Article 48 is so much rhetoric As a solid fact it 
doesn’t say much, even though it petitions the Governor 
and the Legislature to be in favor of Home Rule. 

Article 52 is already out of the way. Rep. Fred F. 
Cain told the Town Meeting that he can provide the money, 
if it is used this year. There was some interesting side 
play, on this article, in the past week's session - it would 
seem that the politics of the election, and possibly future 
elections was involved. This column was informed that 
Mr. Cain did not have to make that move, because a Sel- 
ectman, in a different political. party, was going to do so. 
Anyway, the entire Nichols Street Bridge is going to cost 
the town only about $9,000 - if the money provided is used 
this year. 

Article 53, as was said last week, is one of the more 
significant articles in the Town Meeting. It will clear the 
way for the Redevelopment Program of a lot of blighted 
land on Eames Street. The land has paid very little taxes 
now for the past seventy years. This program will make 
a good tax return possible, to the town, a_ significant 
increase. The program was started by the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, and has been carried foward by 
the Wilmington Re-development Authority. Now the town 
has arrived at the point where the final vote will be made. 

It is significant too that no families, no firms will be 
displaced. The proposal is unique, in this respect, in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The Town Meeting should not be alarmed at the 
bond issue - the money will be repaid many times over in 
Industrial Taxes - for the land is a choice site for industry 

Articles 59 and 60 are the Flood Plain Zoning articles 
This column, as has been previously stated, has a very 
high regard for Attorney Philip Buzzell, who was for forty 
years the Town Counsel of Wilmington, and also for Prof. 
Charles Eliot, who is the Planning Board advisor. The 
two gentlemen are diametrically opposed, in thoughts on 
the legality of this article. There should be a lot of talk, 
some of it quite interesting. 


Article 61, as was pointed out last week, has some 
serious deficiencies, including a provision in which it 
will be legal in Wilmington to excavate gravel on Route 
93 - if the State Cops aren't watching. This column 
believes it will be withdrawn. 

The Truck Terminal Article, this column believes, 
will hurt no existing terminal in Wilmington, other than 
to force them to go to the Board of Appeals if they wish 
to expand. . 

The intentions of the Planning Board, in Article 64, 
are very good. They seek to obviate future difficulties 
with set backs on street corners. They feel that only a 
very few lots of land will be affected in Wilmington. The 
voter should make certain - it is possible that someone 
unsuspected at this time could be injured. 

Article 65 was labeled the Pyrotechnics Article in 

this column, last week. It will probably be withdrawn. 
It could cause quite an argument, if it is not. The Sons 
of Italy, to name one organization, is interested, and so 
are the people of Salem Street, who have dire forebodings 
of what will happen to them if the article is not voted. 
_ Look out for Article 67. It has good intentions, but 
if voted as written it might prevent the erection of a 
skating rink in Wilmington by either the MDC or the 
State, with other than town funds. 

More Housing for the Elderly in Wilmington is pro- 
posed by the Wilmington Housing Authority, under Article 
68. Be sure the Housing Authority is knowing what it is 
doing - for there is more to this than meets the eye. 

Article 72 is. the Sewer Article: It proposes to make 
easier for the town the work that was proposed last year, 
and which never came to pass, that is, to extend the 
present sewer main up the railroad track as far as Eames 
Street. This is a step in the right direction, if ever the 
town is to be serviced by municipal sewers. 

The Town Meeting has a chance, in Article 73, to find 
out the Present status of Sewer Plans. As pointed out 
previously in this column, there has been no updating of 
the plans since 1958. The Town should find out why, and 
what is proposed to be done. There will be those who will _ 
want to ‘pass over’ this article.

Al Fiorenza - Wilmington Businessman 


This week’s Town Crier intro- 
duces to the people of Wilmington 
the new Casa Di Fior, off West 
Street, This is the story of the 
person who is responsible for the 
new enterprise - businessman Al 
Fiorenza, 

Al, among other things, is the 
holder of the Silver Star - one of 
the highest decorations for bravery 
that the United States Government 
can give, Al got his Silver Star 
the hard way ~ all alone, 

He is a Wilmington boy, He 
grew up on Andover Street, and 
went to the Wilmington Schools, 
Then, after finishing school, he 
joined the US Army, 

A couple of years later Al Fio- 
renza was in Korea with the First 
Cavalry Division, This was in 
the early part of the war, 

And, one night, on Bloody Baldy, 
~ officially called Hill 272, he went 
out to silence a machine gun nest, 

Al was a member ofthe Advanced 
Company when he volunteered, The 
machine gun was on a knoll - a 
sort of ‘finger’, 

R wasn’t easy, Al found himself 
all alone, with the machine gun 
and the enemy soldiers nearby, 
‘They knew where he was, and they 
were not friendly, 

BR was an all-night-long lonely 
fight, and Al won, He was wounded, 


but in front of hum were nine dead 
enemy soldiers, He had killed 
fem ll, and he had silenced that 
machine gun, fighting, 
lonely fighting, : 
He was given the Silver Star 
afterwards - and the Purple Heart 
too, Then, with the war over, he 
left the Army and came back to 


He didn’t know what was ahead 
of him ~ and it turned out that what 
he was to do became one of the 
most successful businesses north

Article 79, an addition to the Police Station, will give 
the Town Meeting Orators their chance. 

Articles 80 and 81. As remarked last week, the 
Selectmen are adept at putting the cart before the horse 
every now and then, and they have done so in this case. 
The two articles may be argued at the same time, if the 
Moderator allows it, but technically 81 should be accepted 
before 80. : 

The Apartment Zoning arguments have now been 
before the town, in one form or another, for the past seven 
years. Each time it has been presented to the Town the 
Planning Board has said it needs more time for study. 
No one admires the Planning Board more than this column, 
and no board in town works harder, but there are many 
who now feel that seven years is a long long time. 

Article 81 will be the arguments about the zoning, 
with the present proposal having been written by a former 
Town Manager of Wilmington.

TM Morris said that the raise 
in salary from last year was due 
to a 6 1/2% increase in living ex- 
penses, We added that according 
to the Massachusetts Municipal

question of controlling the abuse of liquors. A couple of 
years ago the town voted, for the first time, for sales of 
alcholic beverages in Motels, of which ther are none as 
yet. The climate in the town is undoubtedly changing, 
and it would be fair to describe this as an attempt to allow 


liquor sales with meals but without barrooms. There is 
much to be said in favor of such an argument. 
In other municipalities, it may be pointed out, 


there have been added questions to the Liquor Questions 
which appear on the Ballots for the November elections. 
That, in essence, is what is being asked by the articles 
in this Town Meeting - to have the questions appear on 
the November state ballot every other year. 

Article 83 is basically the same except that it is for 
function halls, instead of restaurants. In both cases the 
limitations to be imposed may be described as ‘severe’ 
in order to prevent the introduction of barrooms into 
Wilmington. 

At the present time there is only one restuarant and 
only one function hall that fills the limitations described. 
Others. could be built of course, and they would require 
the expenditure of a considerable sum of money. If some 
one wanted to do this he would probably build a Motel 
instead, and get all the priviliges, including a bar. 

New types of zoning are proposed under Articles 
84 and 85, for land at the corner of Lowell Street and 
Route 93, This column heard a rumor this week, which 
it cannot substantiate at this time, that there is a serious 
proposal being readied for the construction of an_inter- 
town incinerator at this site, by the state or county. This 
column cannot vouch for the rumor's truth, but if there 
is anything to it the Town Meeting may hear of it. ° 

Article 85 is for a new kind, to Wilmington, of zoning, 
which has been voted in other communities, and which is 
a means of higher restrictions on motels and office 
buildings than would be found in the present zoning laws. 
Nothing else can be built in such a zone than hotels and 
office buildings. The proponent is Frank D'‘Anolfo of 
Stoneham. He has similar properties in other towns and 
cities in Massachusetts. The proposed amendments to 
the zoning by-law would allow the construction of office 
buildings, etc., up to five stories in height 

The land is mainly owned by the heirs of the late 
Minot Anderson, who was the Building Inspector of this 
town for quite a few years. 

Article 86 proposes that Apartment Zoning be voted 
on land between Route 93 and West Street. land which 
adjoins the proposed Office Building zoning. As was said 
last week, if such a zoning is voted, the town could require 
the donation of land, and the construction of a roadway 
which would make West Street wider, because of the 
possibility of increased traffic. The. Planning Board has 
done this before, with another developer. f
